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On Tuesday J jiuary 4th., 1955 at 7;30 P*M* Arthur Dunbar and iay» 
self, met with a Medical Group of five« T .'o of them, I relieve were 
Oateopatic physicians burgeons, the others were medical physicians 
qnd b^irgeons, the others were medical physicians and surgeons. T .^o 
Secretaries, a man and a woman were presents 

The doctors introduced themselves to us as they came in, then all 
set dwon to a conference table, except ^.rthur Dunbar and I. We 
remained seat'll where we wereo 

After looking over our Massage Bill with some low voiced comments 
and some notations* .>irthur Dunbar was asked to present our opinion etc* 
which he did in a very fine manner. The lady secretary recorded his 
statements. The man secretary; Mr,Ralph Niel did parctioally all of the 
questioning, of arthur Dunbarr^i for the Medical Group laith questions 
such as "Did you support Bill 188 ? 

Then Mr. Niel asked, "How about Chiropractors who fail in the 
examinations for state license in their o\m field, and apply for li- 
cenje to practice massage, how are you going to keep them from doing 
Ghirox^ractic Theory, as long as they can come in contact with the 
public? '-ertainly we do not have enough inspectors to watch them alll" 

Then the Chairman of thfes group of Medical doctors, (name not 
remembered) asked "Just what do you mean by an Accredited School o.' 
College of M;.issage? uhat is the curriculum? How many hours are required 
to qualify, a Masseur or M.^sseuse for graduation from a so called 
accredited school or college?" 

*i.rthur Dunbar answered these questions as carefully and diplomatic*^ 
allyas was possible to do so. 

I made a short talk in support of ...rthur Dunbar in telling them 
what we hoped to^accomplish by raising our educational standards and 
standard of quality of Massagp Techniques. In conclusion, v/e were given 
assurance that if ive could present the qualifications for an accredit-* 
ed school or college of Massage^ vsith curriculum and required hours, 
they would support us, if the requirements were satisfactory. 

I might add a side light to the above article, v/e have around 
60 medical doctors, who are fairly regoilar attenders to the condition— 
ing department of the uashington Athletic Club. I have talked with a 
good share of them, while giving them massage, in regard to prescribing 
massage to their patients, almost to a man they have tole me the same 
thing* That if they only knevj masseurs or masseuses that were qualified 
that they could depend on, they could keep them busy. But their past 
experience h^d not been satisfactory, either the'technician.was not 
qualified to give the massage that was necessary, or that they would 
give them (the patient) a lecture on what they could do for them if 
they would just forget the medicine or shots and take massage regul- 
arly or that their places of business ivere not in keeping with what 
a professional office should be. Their clientlle being used to fine 
homes and better offices just didn't want to go to a place of lower 
quality os they just wouldn't sisk sending them. 

So there are the thoughts on the profession of Massage from the 
Medical Prof mind, we can all realize and will have to admit 

that these are obstacles to be overcome, in our fight for recognition 
of our fine profession. Bets not abuse it, but strive to make It better.

The busy time has arrived for your legislative ooinmittee. V/e have 
v/orkod on a bill and had it almost ready for presentation to the 
legislature nhen vje found that some of our members were unhappy with 
it» v/o also talJ;ed over our Bill with the committee on public laws 
of the Medical association, of ii>'ashington, and they pointed out some 
of our mistakes® They for instance showed us that the wording of the 
bill wouldn’t accomplish what we desired,. They were in full sjnnpathy 
ivith our aims. 

Since that time we are busying ourselves with the preparation of 
another bill and should ive have it ready wc will introduce it# 

The bill may not be all that any one of us would wish and may fall 
far short of the wishes of some, but We feel it will be a start and 
wc will be able to make modifications, additions and amraendraents as 
our experience dictates later on. 

V/e will first set up some standards of qualifications for education 
and training and morals. Tj^en V7e will make some definitions of what a 
masseur is and his fields of operation, i/e v,/ill nob spell out in the 
first act such things os springing and stretching of muscles, colonic 
irrigations, but will limit most of our definations to the regular 
massage movements but will avoid as far as possible putting limitat¬ 
ions on ourselves. 

The years that will follow will then show ua what further provis¬ 
ions should be added or repealed# 

We have many friends in the legislature this time, as well as a 
Governor that enjojT’s Massage, and we feel that we should try to get 
something on the book this session. 

May this issue of this paper find all of our readers and members 
well and happy. May this year find prosperity and all good things 
coming to all of us* 

There is one Message I do want to pass on to our members and that 
is that I find the medical people not unfriendly nor wishing to do 
us harm. But are willing to be friendly and helpful. The message Dr# 
Manger left with us about not running down one another and fellow 
practitioners in other fields or endeavor is a good one. I think if 
we shou a friendly spirit toward them and try to work with them as 
brothers in the art of bringing health and comfort to our fellow 
beings and leave the '’BRICKB.iTS” at home we have nothing to fear from 
them as long as we do not try to practice Medicine or other things 
for which we are not trained or licensed...
